Bail for teenagers 
after fatal stabbing 

TWO more teenagers have been arrested 
in connection with the murder of Nether- 
ton father-of-two Simon Johnson, who 
was found stabbed to death at his Cradley 
Road home. 

The pair, aged 15 and 18, were detained 
on Tuesday night on suspicion of murder¬ 
ing 41-year-old window fitter Mr Johnson. 
The younger of the two has already been 
released on bail, while the older was being 
questioned by police on Wednesday. 

Two other teenagers, also 15 and 18, 
were arrested at the weekend and released 
on bail.

TWO landmark pubs will be 
knocked down after a deci¬ 
sion blocking a supermarket 
giant from building stores on 
the sites was overturned on 
appeal. 

Pub regulars who hoped their locals 
had been saved have been left devas¬ 
tated by the ruling which will see the 
Summer House in Woodsetton and 
the Maypole Inn, Halesowen, torn 
down to make way for Co-op stores. 

Campaigns were launched to try to save the 
pubs, both currently still trading, and appeared 
to have been successful when Dudley Council 
threw out the applications. 

But an independent planning inspector has 
decided the Co-op should be allowed to move 
onto the sites. 

It will also see a store being build next to the 
Ashwood Inn in Wordsley. 

Councillor Jeff Hill, who represents Hayley 
Green and Cradley South ward, said the deci¬ 
sion was ‘frustrating’. 

New River Retail, which bought both pubs 
from Marston’s three years ago, had been urged 
to ‘respect the views of residents’ by not ap¬ 
pealing when councillors made their decision. 

Councillor Hill said: “It’s very disappointing. 
There have been strong feelings locally. 

“There is a lot of frustration that a body so 
remote from the local area, in Bristol, is able to 
overturn this decision. The Maypole has been 
part of the community since the estate was 
built, it is a well-used venue.” 

The Maypole, on Bassnage Road, was listed 
as an ‘asset of community value’ as locals 
strived to show how important the pub was to 
the area. 

Market 

Hundreds also signed a petition calling for 
the Summer House, on Sedgley Road, near Bir¬ 
mingham New Road, to be saved. 

Councillor Hill admitted there was little 
that could be done to stop the pubs being de¬ 
molished. He added: “We will have to wait and 
see. It is possible there will be changes in the 
market and the Co-op won’t want to build on 
there.” 

As well as the demolition of the Summer 
House and the Maypole, a store will also be 
built on the car park of the Ashwood Inn in 
Wordsley, another application which had been 
refused by the borough council. The pub itself 
will remain open. 

Planning inspector Michael Boniface said he 
had taken the strength of feeling locally into 
consideration but felt it ‘did not outweigh the 
benefits’ of the scheme. 

He also said he did not believe opening a 
supermarket on either site would have an im¬ 
pact on road safety, despite residents’ concerns 
about more cars using both sites. 


FARM IS HIT BY SECOND DEVASTATING BLAZE

A FARMER has spoken of his ‘devastation’ 
after a huge blaze broke out at a barn on a 
farm near Halesowen for the second time in 
two days. 

Fifty cattle were evacuated as crews battled 
the barn blaze at White House Farm, just 24 
hours after another serious fire that saw sev¬ 
eral calves die. 

Police said the first fire at the farm in Lut- 
ley Lane was being treated as arson athough 
firefighters are still investigating the cause. 
The second fire was not being treated as sus¬ 
picious. 


Six crews tackled the most recent fire, on 
Monday night, with roads around the scene 
blocked. Thirty firefighters battled to save 
the barn but the building and 300 tons of hay 
were destroyed. Crews led 50 cattle to safety 
to a nearby field and firefighters remained at 
the scene on Tuesday morning. 

Sunday’s suspected arson attack left six 
calves dead and 11 others needing veterinary 
care. 

Farmer Ross Beasley, who has lived at the 
farm for his whole life, said the two fires were 
‘devastating’. His wife Helen was due to cel¬ 


ebrate her 50th birthday on Monday but the 
celebrations were cancelled when the blaze 
broke out. 

She was concerned about the suffering 
of the six calves burned alive on Sunday. “I 
want people to realise the devastation for the 
livestock and what those poor calves went 
through,” she added. 

A tractor was destroyed by the flames too. 

A police spokesman said two males, aged 51 
and 16, had been arrested in connection with 
the fire on Sunday evening and released on 
police bail after the second fire was reported.

Dudley Council’s leisure boss Coun¬ 
cillor Khurshid Ahmed said: “We’re 
committed to doing all we can to de¬ 
velop the leisure opportunities in the 
borough.”

Last days for BHS 
at Merry Hill centre 

THE BHS store in the Merry Hill Shopping 
Centre is due to close on Sunday, August 
28, it has been confirmed. 

The branch will become the latest in the 
Black Country to close as stores gradually 
shut down following the company’s col¬ 
lapse. Stores in Wolverhampton and Wal¬ 
sall have already closed. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, boss of 
economic development at Dudley Coun¬ 
cil, said the loss of BHS was a blow for the 
centre and borough as a whole. 

Company administrator Duff & Phelps 
failed to find a buyer for the business as a 
going concern.

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No new action on road after tragedy

NEW safety measures will not be taken 
on a road where a father-of-eight from 
Halesowen was killed, say highways 
bosses. There had been calls for action 
following the death of Dave Hinton last 
year but Dudley Council say there is no 
need for changes on Oakham Road. 

Mr Hinton, 47, died after being struck 
by a car as he strapped one of his chil¬ 
dren into the back seat of the family 
Peugeot in June 2015. 

Residents have called for action but 
council bosses say, following an in¬ 
vestigation, changes are not needed. 


Monitoring found only a ‘very small mi¬ 
nority’ breaking the speed limit. 

Highways boss Councillor Hilary Bills 
said: “We met with the police who found 
no defect with the road surface or layout 
of Oakham Road and also took into ac¬ 
count the coroner’s report, which made 
no recommendations with regard to 
necessary improvements. 

“The court found that the death 
was caused by careless driving after 
the driver fell asleep at the wheel and 
found this tragic accident was not speed 
related. No further personal injury acci¬ 


dents have been recorded on this stretch 
of road during 2015/16. A survey carried 
out shortly after the accident indicated 
that the majority of traffic was travel¬ 
ling at or close to the 30mph speed limit. 

“While our thoughts remain with Mr 
Hinton’s family, there are no plans to 
implement further traffic calming meas¬ 
ures on this stretch of road, which bene¬ 
fits from a local safety scheme.” 

Sajid Hussain, 36, was given a sus¬ 
pended jail sentence and a community 
order after pleading guilty to causing 
death by careless driving. 


Teen caused damage 
and hurt care worker 

A TEENAGER who assaulted a 
care worker and damaged £300 
worth of property at a residential 
home has been handed a sus¬ 
pended sentence. 

Haden Humphries, aged 19, from 
Pedmore Road, pushed Natasha Ril- 
ley out of the lounge at Pedmore Walk 
Residential Home in Oldbury. 

He then slammed a door on her, causing 
injury to her wrist. 

Sandwell Magistrates Court heard Hum¬ 
phries, who has a stammer, ADHD and 
anger management issues, had previous 
convictions of assault and damaging prop¬ 
erty at the home. 

Mr Mark Cooper, prosecuting, said: “Na¬ 
tasha Rilley was in the lounge area doing 
her paperwork when Mr Humphries ap¬ 
peared in just his boxer shorts. 

“She told him to get dressed but he told 
Miss Rilley she was ‘only part time staff so 
could not tell him what to do. 

“He then started throwing papers and 
folders around the room and picked up 
a desk fan and threw it to the floor and 
stamped on it. 

Two landline phones and two mobile 
phones were also damaged. 

Alarms 

“He pushed another support worker and 
then Miss Rilley tried to calm him down 
but was pushed out of the side door by Mr 
Humphries and the door was slammed shut 
on her. 

“The metal door handle hit her wrist as 
the defendant said ‘I am going to hurt you’. 

He then ran out of the lounge and set the 
fire alarms off.” 

Miss Rilley needed a week off work be¬ 
cause of the pain from her wrist injury. 

Humphries pleaded guilty to assault on 
July 26 and criminal damage. He was given 
a 16 week prison sentence, suspended for 
12 months and must pay £100 compensa¬ 
tion to Miss Rilley plus a £115 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

The court heard Humphries had anger 
management issues. Miss Kamalpreet 
Shergill, defending, said he had not wished 
to hurt Miss Rilley. “He is a vulnerable 
adult with learning difficulties. This was 
not an intentional act but something that 
was done in the heat of the moment.”

Blizzard is sen¬ 
sibly keeping the newborn in the 
cooler shade and out of the direct 
sunshine. We haven’t managed to 
sex the baby yet, but it’s lovely that 
Sunflower will have a playmate.” 

Section leader, Jay Haywood, 
said of elder sibling Sunflower: 
“We wanted a name to mark her 
unusual birth in the height of sum¬ 
mer and which also tied in with the 
flower names of some of the other

especially as it blooms at this time 
of year.” 

Sunflower was born on July 19, 
as temperatures rose above 30 de¬ 
grees on site, with Lily choosing to 
keep her newborn indoors for 24 
hours due to the heat.

Motorist is 
badly hurt 
as car hits 
lamppost 

A DRIVER was critically injured after 
his blue Subaru smashed into a lamp- 
post and hipped onto its roof. 

The man, aged in his 40s, was trapped 
in the wreckage of his car for 30 min¬ 
utes following the crash in Stream Road, 
Kingswinford, at 5.30am, last Thursday 

The Subaru’s driver was taken to the 
major trauma centre at Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham. 

Sergeant Paul Hughes, from the Re¬ 
gional Collision Investigation Unit, said: 
“I urgently want to trace the driver of 
a silver saloon style car that was over¬ 
taken by a small red sports car and a 
blue Subaru just before the crash. I also 
want to appeal to the driver of the red 
sports car that was travelling with the 
Subaru to get in touch.” 

Fire crews from Stourbridge and 
Brierley Hill attended the scene and 
worked to release the man from the 
mangled wreckage. 

Matthew Smith, spokesman for West 
Midlands Fire Service, said: “On arrival 
crews from Stourbridge and Brierley 
Hill found a car had hit street furniture 
and rolled off the side of the road and 
onto its roof. There was one casualty 
inside the vehicle, who was released by 
our crews.” 

An ambulance spokesman added that 
the Subaru driver was trapped for about 
30 minutes while firefighters worked 
with ambulance staff to free him. 

The crash happened between the junc¬ 
tions of Bromley Lane and Lesley Drive. 
Call police on 101 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111. 

Pilot Injured In 
microlight crash 

A MICROLIGHT aircraft crashed in 
a field near Stourbridge on Monday 
evening, leaving its pilot needing hospi¬ 
tal treatment. 

The man, aged in his 40s, suffered a 
serious leg injury in the accident and 
was experiencing chest pain. 

The light aircraft crash landed in a 
field off Holy Cross Lane between Clent 
and Belbroughton at around 7.45pm. 

The incident has been referred to the 
Air Accidents Investigation Branch. 

After receiving multiple 999 calls the 
Midlands Air Ambulance was sent to the 
scene. 

The pilot received trauma care by am¬ 
bulance staff, while police officers and 
crews from West Midlands Fire Service 
also attended.

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Rider died 
after his 
motorbike 
clipped kerb 

A MOTORCYCLIST was killed af¬ 
ter losing control of his bike after he 
clipped a kerb, an inquest heard. 

Allan Wright, aged 63, from Ro¬ 
salind Avenue, Dudley, died at the 
scene of the crash on the A456 Bewd- 
ley bypass, near Wharton Park Golf 
Club, on June 9. Mr Wright lost con¬ 
trol of his motorcycle after his back 
wheel clipped a kerb, heard Worces¬ 
tershire Coroner. 

Malcolm Smith, a HGV driver who 
witnessed the fatal crash, said: “It 
was about two o’clock in the after¬ 
noon and there were two cars in front 
of me. Allan passed me and the two 
cars and then pulled in front of them 
and then came out again. 

“There was a little bit of kerb that 
sticks out and his wheel clipped that. 
The back of the bike twitched and 
lost control and hit the roundabout. 
The bike went flying through the air 
and hit a signpost. There had been no 
problem with his driving, he wasn’t 
speeding but driving safe. It was a 
beautiful sunny day, so the visibility 
was good too.” 

The medical cause of death given 
was head injuries. 

Mr Wright was a maintenance man 
and described by his family as a loving 
husband, father and granddad. 

A technical calculation estimated 
the speed of the bike to have been 
around 30mph. A post mortem de¬ 
tailed that no alcohol was in his sys¬ 
tem. 

Senior Coroner for Worcestershire, 
Mr Geraint Williams, concluded a ver¬ 
dict of accidental death. 

Landlord speaks 
on pub damage 

A LANDLORD has spoken out about 
the damage to his pub which he claims 
was caused by unruly members of the 
travelling community. 

Mandeep Bains, of the Full Moon 
pub and Indian restaurant on Hurst 
Green Road, said: “They come into 
the pub to use our toilets and they 
leave them filthy, break the seats and 
throw toilet rolls everywhere. They 
make a lot of noise and then we get 
the blame for it. 

“It is not just us. Lots of shops and 
another pub down the road have had 
trouble.” 

Mr Bains, who has been landlord at 
the pub for six years, added: “I try to 
do my bit in the community but the 
council needs to do more to stop them 
coming back.” 


Teenager arrested 
after a collision 

A TEENAGER has been arrested on 
suspicion of drink-driving and dan¬ 
gerous driving. The 19-year-old was 
detained after a crash on Oakham Av¬ 
enue around 11pm on Thursday. The 
other driver suffered minor injuries. 


Neighbours tell of their shock at death 


NEIGHBOURS living in the quiet cul-de-sac where 
Dalian Atkinson was Tasered have spoken of their 
shock. West Mercia Police said officers were called 
to Meadow Close in Trench at 1.30am on Monday 
after concerns were expressed about the safety of 
an individual. 

Atkinson died after he was hit by the Taser close 
to his father’s home. Paula Quinn, aged 44, who 
lives in a first floor flat at the end of the close, said 
she watched the drama unfold. 

She claimed the former footballer ‘dropped down 
like a lead balloon’. “I was looking to see what all 


the noise was and the gentleman was walking to¬ 
wards the police and still stumbling forward. 

“It was right here in the street, there has never 
been any trouble in the street beforehand, the fam¬ 
ily are happy people, when they pass you in the 
street - a nice family.” 

Lascelles Rose, 73, said: “I spoke to his dad this 
morning, he phoned me to tell me the sad news. “He 
was so upset, he just kept telling me ‘he’s gone’ and 
‘my boy is dead’ - he is just so heartbroken. 

She said the former Villa star had recently spent 
two months in hospital. 


“Dalian had been poorly but I don’t know what 
with,” she said. 

Matthew Brothwell, 43, who lives with wife Tina 
in Meadow Close, said: “My son heard shouting so 
we woke up to our son saying he opened the curtains 
and said the street had been cordoned off and the 
police mentioned what had happened. 

“I knew the family I feel so sorry for the family, as 
far as I’m aware he doesn’t live at the address. He 
lives away and just comes to see his parents now and 
again. I don’t see him that often as we both work a 
lot of shifts. I’m totally shocked.” 


At his best Dalian 
one of the very best 


‘AT his best, one of the very best.’ 
That’s one of the hundreds of tributes 
that have been paid by football leg¬ 
ends following the death of former Villa 
striker Dalian Atkinson. 

The forward, who played 85 times for the 
club between 1991 and 1995, died an hour- 
and-a-half after being hit by a stun gun at his 
father’s home on Monday. 

Villa paid tribute to Atkinson by holding a min¬ 
ute’s applause in the tenth minute of Tuesday’s 
game with Huddersfield. 

The striker wore the No. 10 shirt during most of 
his four season spell at Villa Park. 

Several members of the club’s fan squad will also 
hold up umbrellas during the applause. An um¬ 
brella featured during the celebration of Atkinson’s 
most famous goal for Villa, at Wimbledon in 1992. 

Atkinson won the first Match Of The Day goal of 
the season competition in the Premier League era, 
after he capped a mazy run against Wimbledon in 
1992 with a remarkable chipped finish. 

Goalkeeper Nigel Spink, who played alongside 
Atkinson for Villa in the 1992-93 Premier League 
runners-up team, said he was ‘totally shocked’ by 
his former team-mate’s sudden death. 

The European Cup winning keeper said: “What 
can you say really? It’s absolutely devastating. 
Dalian was a tremendous player, he had fantastic 
ability - pace, power and the ability to score goals.” 

Former Villa manager Ron Atkinson, who signed 
the mercurial forward for both Sheffield Wednes¬ 
day and Villa, said: “I still believe that if he hadn’t 
got injured just before Christmas in the first year 
of the Premier League then we would’ve won it, as 
him and Dean Saunders were the best partnership 
in the league at that time.” 

Tony Daley, who played for Aston Villa at the 
same time as Atkinson, tweeted: “Devastating 
news...RIP Dalian” with an image of a broken 
heart. 

Atkinson’s strike partner Dean Saunders was in 
a state of disbelief when the news was broken to 
him. “I really cannot believe it, he was my attack¬ 
ing partner,” he said. “He was a happy-go-lucky 
lad, a really nice bloke.” 

Mark Bosnich, who played in goal for Villa in the 
League Cup final, wrote on Twitter: “RIP Dalian 
Atkinson, at his best one of the very best, xmb” 

Defender Paul McGrath, widely considered to be 
the greatest Villa player of the modern era, added: 
“Don’t feel to gud at the moment, Dalian Atkinson 
was a huge part of the Villa family I played with 
lovely kid and friend R.I.P pal Xx.” 

Staffordshire’s Stan Collymore tweeted that he 
was ‘devastated’. 

He wrote: “RIP Big man. Deeply distressed and 
upset at the news. Condolences to DA’s family and 
friends. Much love. Devastated.”

Four children a week 
are excluded for racism 


MORE than four children a week are exclud¬ 
ed from school for racist abuse of their fel¬ 
low pupils in the Black Country, according to 
new figures. 

The data, compiled by New Schools Network, 
revealed that there were 160 cases across Wolver¬ 
hampton, Dudley, Walsall and Sandwell schools 


which were serious enoug' 
manent exclusion in the 
2014-15 academic year. 

Across the West Midlands 
there were 600 cases and 
since 2008-09, the region 
has seen almost 4,000 exclu¬ 
sions for racist abuse. 

The West Midlands has 
the highest proportion of 
exclusions because of racist 
abuse in England. 

In 2014-15, there were 
4,000 cases of racist abuse, 
amounting to 20 exclusions 
a day. 

Most 

Dudley had the most, with 
60 children being excluded. 
Of all children excluded 
from school in the area, 2.84 
per cent were removed due 
to racist abuse. 

In Wolverhampton, 30 
children were excluded, a 
percentage of 2.56. Walsall 
had 40 children excluded 
and Sandwell had 30 chil¬ 
dren excluded. 

Councillor Claire Darke, 
Wolverhampton council cab¬ 
inet member for education, 
said: “It’s a very important 
issue, it needs challenging. I 
think it needs direct action.”

Tragic end 
for such 
a magic 
goalscorer 

WHEN Dalian Atkinson ripped up the 
Wimbledon defence in 1992, Villa fans 
had never seen anything like it. Starting 
deep in his own half, the moment he non¬ 
chalantly ran past the opposing players 
like they did not exist to chip the goal¬ 
keeper from outside the penalty area, he 
had the goal-of-the-season competition 
sewn up. And it was only October. 

So it comes as little surprise that a 
generation of football fans have put aside 
club rivalries to mourn the death of the 
former Aston Villa striker, at the tragically 
young age of just 48. 

Atkinson was a flawed genius, who 
delighted and frustrated fans in equal 
measure. He was unquestionably one of 
the most talented players of his genera¬ 
tion, but struggled with injuries and never 
really reached the potential he obviously 
possessed. 

But on his day, such as that miserable 
wet afternoon at Selhurst Park 24 years 
ago, he brought huge pleasure to thou¬ 
sands of people. That goal will surely 
have been watched over and over again 
during the past few days. 

We do not yet know circumstances 
surrounding Atkinson’s death at the end 
of a police Taser gun. His nephew said 
he had a heart condition, and it may well 
be that he had other problems, but it is 
unquestionably a heartbreaking end to a 
life for someone with so much to live for. 

As the new football season gets go¬ 
ing in earnest, it is a timely reminder 
that there are more important things in 
life than football results. And that all the 
fame, wealth and adulation in the world 
can provide no protection against per¬ 
sonal tragedy. 

□ □□ 

SPECULATION that grammar schools 
could be in line for a comeback has been 
met with howls of derision from the usual 
suspects. 

The National Union of Teachers-which 
for some reason is taking a six-week 
break from its usual threats of industrial 
action - is predictably against the plans, 
saying selective schools are ‘socially di¬ 
visive’, and do nothing to improve the 
chances of youngsters from ‘ordinary’ 
backgrounds.

Two, Tony Blair and David Cameron, went 
to elite private schools. Of the other sev¬ 
en, who all came from ‘ordinary’ back¬ 
grounds, six went to grammar schools or 
similar. 

Comprehensive-educated William 
Hague, lain Duncan Smith and Ed Milib¬ 
and had a go at taking on posh boys Blair 
and Cameron, but they didn’t do terribly 
well at it, did they? The NUT says that 
for every grammar school there has to 
be a secondary modern. The NUT vision 
would see every child go to a secondary 
modern rebranded as a comprehensive.

UKIP’s battle is won, 
says Cash as he quits

William Cash has quit UKIP 
over fears that the party is 
lurching to the right.

AS political careers go, it has been 
a short one by any standards. Two 
years after becoming one of UKIP’s 
most high-profile new recruits, Wil¬ 
liam Cash has quit the party, voic¬ 
ing fears that it is about to lurch to¬ 
wards the far right. 

When Mr Cash, of Upton Cressett, 
near Bridgnorth, joined UKIP in 2014, 
it caused a stir mainly because of who is 
father was. 

As the son of the veteran eurosceptic Tory 
MP Sir Bill Cash, who was a constant thorn 
in the side of John Major’s government during 
the 1990s, his appearance on the Ukip front- 
bench inevitably attracted a lot of attention. 

He was immediately appointed the party’s 
spokesman for culture and heritage, and was 
selected to fight the key Tory marginal seat 
of North Warwickshire at last year’s General 
Election. 

At the time, Sir Bill - who only discovered 
the news when contacted by a reporter - was 
quick to distance himself from his son’s po¬ 
litical viewpoint althought he pair agreed to 
disagree. 

Betrayed 

“I totally disagree with him,” Sir Bill told a 
reporter. “I absolutely totally reject the idea. 
I have no idea why. I know he has got a thing 
about the heritage, whatever that is supposed 
to mean.” 

Up until then, William Cash junior freely 
acknowledges he never had any real interest 
in politics. 

“I joined UKIP, because I felt the Conserva¬ 
tives had betrayed Britain when it came to the 
countryside and heritage,” he said. Mr Cash 
says despite his misgivings about the future 
direction of the party, he is still proud of what 


UKIP has achieved. 

But he says the party has now achieved 
what it set out for, with Britain’s withdrawal 
from the European Union, and has no appetite 
for continuing as a member of what he fears 
will become a populist right-wing movement 
tapping into the fears of voters in the north. 

He is also unhappy about the party’s deci¬ 
sion to ban Shrewsbury’s Suzanne Evans and 
euro MP Steven Woolfe from standing in the 
party’s leadership election. 

“It is like putting out a football team with¬ 
out allowing your two star strikers on the 
field,” said Mr Cash. 

“I can’t think why you would not want to 
have the widest talent pool available. 

“I was very frustrated that Suzanne Evans 
is still under ‘suspension’ from the party and 
is not able to stand as leader when she is the 
best candidate Ukip have. Ukip’s leadership 


race has not been edifying and Suzanne most 
certainly should have been standing for the 
leadership.” 

The decision to stop Mr Woolfe from stand¬ 
ing sparked the resignation of three members 
of the party’s national executive committee. 

Mr Cash said: “I don’t think UKIP has 
clothed itself in glory with the leadership elec¬ 
tion, I think to outsiders it looks like a typical 
UKIP shambles.” 

He criticised the decision to suspend Miss 
Evans over allegations she had criticised a fel¬ 
low candidate. Miss Evans, the party’s former 
deputy chairman, claimed her suspension was 
because of her liberal views on gay rights. 

Mr Cash, who contested the North War¬ 
wickshire seat for UKIP at last year’s General 
Election, said: “I fear that it may be heading in 
an Enoch Powellian ‘far right’ direction. 

“The fact that Suzanne Evans is not even 


able to stand as leader because of her sus¬ 
pension, due to her progressive views on gay 
rights, tells you everything you need to know 
about the current state of UKIP. 

“If UKIP veers towards the anti-immigrant, 
anti-gay rights, that was not what I signed up 
for.” 

The contest will now be between West Mid¬ 
land Euro MP Bill Etheridge, who is also a 
Dudley councillor, Jonathan Arnott, Diane 
James, Lisa Duffy, Phillip Broughton and 
Elizabeth Jones. 

But while Mr Cash has concerns about the 
future of the party, he is full of praise for the 
party’s outgoing leader Nigel Farage, saying 
his achievements will be remembered long 
after David Cameron and George Osborne 
have been forgotten. 

“Nigel Farage will go down in history as one 
of the great popular radicals of modern poli¬ 
tics and will be remembered by history, along 
with my father Sir Bill Cash and other loyal 
eurosceptics such as former cabinet minister 
Owen Paterson, for being on the right side of 
history.” 

But while he is also full of praise for Tory 
eurosceptics, Mr Cash says he has no plans to 
follow them into the Conservative Party. 

“I was delighted that UKIP managed to 
play such an important role in securing such 
an historic victory against the political estab¬ 
lishment,” he said. 

“I was proud to have won enough Labour 
votes in North Warwickshire - over 8,000 - to 
ensure that the Tories won the seat when it 
was the number one target gain seat for La¬ 
bour. 

“Tory wins in such critical West Midlands 
marginals helped secure the Tory majority at 
the election of 2015 which ensured we had the 
referendum vote.” 

He says until the picture becomes clear of 
how the political landscape will pan out in the 
wake of the Brexit vote, he will not be joining 
any other political party. 

“I am open-minded about but I won’t be 
joining any political party at the moment,” 
he said. “I will be continuing to fight for the 
causes I believe in, namely fighting to save our 
democracy from the EU and the aesthetic soul 
of heritage and countryside of Shropshire and 
Britain with my pen from now on.”

When Garner didn’t turn up to his 
trial at Sandwell Magistrates Court 
last week, despite having sent a not 
guilty plea by post, seven charges 
of this Transport Act offence were 
proved in his absence and he was fined 
a total of £5,390. 

Prosecutor Miss Olivia Maginn pro¬ 
vided a summary of the case against 
Garner, including details of the check 
that had revealed his breach. 

Regulations 

On April 19 Garner was pulled over 
in a goods vehicle with a maximum 
weight of 7,500kg. 

He was asked to produce his digital 
tachograph driver card. Regulations 
state that during or after four and a 
half hours of driving, the driver must 
observe a break of no less than 45 min¬ 
utes. 

Garner’s card revealed that instead 
on seven different days he had driven 
over four and a half hours, and in 
some cases for over six hours, with his 
longest qualifying break being just 23 
minutes. 

Garner was ordered to pay £711 
costs and a £77 victim surcharge.

A LEGAL specialist has completed a 
gruelling endurance test to raise more 
than £2,500 for Blind Veterans UK. 

Dudley’s Fleur Meacham, a team 
leader in West Midlands law firm Tal¬ 
bot’s new build property team, took on 
a demanding 100km run from London 
to Brighton, overcoming steep hills, 
muddy bogs, obstacles and hedge rows 
in the process. 

The Royal Engineers reservist sur¬ 
passed her own expectations by fin¬ 
ishing in just over 19 hours and this 
follows the Three Peaks Challenge she 
took on in 2015. 

Impressed by her dedication and 
willpower, bosses at Talbots agreed 
to donate £2,000 towards her fund¬ 
raising efforts and this money will 
now be used to support blind veterans 
buying talking tin lids to help identify 
food, ‘talking’ watches and jumbo key¬ 
boards to help them use computers.

“With my background as a reservist 
it was an event I wanted to be involved 
in and the money raised goes to help¬ 
ing some of our blind veterans regain 
some of their independence. 

“Training was a handful of 
half-marathons, running sessions and 
long walks. A lot of it is in the mind, 
get that right and you’ll be fine,” she 
said.

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Pool algae alert sparks dogs warning

Dog owners have been 
warned not to let their 
pets into the water at 
a popular pool after 
the theft of a generator 
sparked an algae out¬ 
break. 

Signs have gone up around the Swan 
Pool at Sandwell Valley Country Park 
as the blue green-algae is potentially 
harmful to dogs. 

Sandwell Council’s leisure boss 
Councillor Richard Marshall said the 


bacteria had built up after a genera¬ 
tor which keeps the water moving was 
stolen. 

He said: “Someone has broken in 
and stolen a generator which moves 
the water around. 

Temperatures 

“With the water not moving and 
high temperatures it doesn’t take long. 
Once the water stays still it starts to 
build up. We’re looking at getting a 
solar-powered pump.” 

Councillor Marshall said the pool 
would be cleared as soon as possi¬ 
ble and that notices had been put up 


around the park to warn dog owners. 

He said: “We want to let people 
know. We have got signs in the car 
park so as soon as they pull up they 
can see. If they want to walk their dogs 
they know what’s happening. The last 
thing we want is someone walking up 
to the pool and their dog bounding into 
the water.” 

It comes after a similar algae out¬ 
break forced the closure of Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Tettenhall Pool on the 
hottest day of the year in July. 

The pool was sealed off while the 
water was treated with chemicals to 
kill off the bacteria.

Zombie knife ban comes into 
force to stop horror weapons 


A BAN on horrifying zombie knives 
comes into force this week with 
those guilty of buying, selling, or 
making the lethal blades facing up 
to four years in jail. 

It marks a victory for the Express 
& Star, The Chronicle’s sister news¬ 
paper, which first exposed how these 
fearsome weapons could be bought 
legally. 

The knives have cutting blades of 
up to 25 inches and serrated edges. 
They also come with names such as 
‘head splitter’ and ‘decapitator’. 

While advertised as ornaments 
and collectors’ items, the weapons 
were being purchased legally by 
criminal gangs. 

Home Office minister Sarah New¬ 
ton said: “This Government will act 
wherever necessary to cut crime and 
keep our communities safe. Zombie 
killer knives glamorise violence and 


cause devastating damage - they 
have no place whatsoever in our so¬ 
ciety. We committed to banning the 
sale, manufacture and importation 
of these dangerous weapons. We are 
delivering on our commitment. Any¬ 
one caught making or selling zombie 
knives now faces up to four years in 
prison.” 

The law was changed last month 
and the punishment became en¬ 
forceable from Monday. 

It follows a year long campaign 
by the Express & Star and West 
Midlands Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner David Jamieson to get the 
weapons banned. 

West Midlands Assistant Police 
and Crime Commissioner Ashley 
Bertie said: “The Express & Star 
got the ball rolling on this issue and 
have played a key part in this change 
in the law.”

Speed cameras likely to 
make a comeback soon

WORK is about to begin on a new 
jobs-boosting manufacturing skills 
centre in the Black Country. 

Bosses gathered for the start of 
demolition work at the Dudley Port 
site where a hub teaching foundry 
and pattern-making skills is due to 
be built. It will be an arm of a new 
£12 million Elite Centre for Man¬ 
ufacturing Skills (ECMS) in Wol¬ 
verhampton, with training hubs in 
West Bromwich and Dudley. 

Students at Dudley Port will have 
access to industrial facilities at the 
Thomas Dudley foundry on the 
same site. 

The aim of the training centres, 
made possible by £8m investment 


from the Black Country Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership, is to improve 
productivity in the high-value man¬ 
ufacturing sector. 

They are also designed to bring 
together business partners and 
education providers. These include 
Dudley College, the Confederation 
of British Metalforming, Cast Met¬ 
als Federation and the Institute of 
Cast Metals Engineers, who are in¬ 
vesting the other £4m. 

Led by the University of Wolver¬ 
hampton, the project will provide 
specialist training in toolmaking, 
foundry skills, pattern-making, 
metalforming, forging, manufac¬ 
turing management and leadership. 


AVERAGE speed cameras could 
be installed on main roads in 
Dudley as highways bosses look 
to clamp down on speeding driv¬ 
ers. 

Council chiefs said they were consid¬ 
ering the move in a bid to sloe down 
motorists. 

Speed cameras in the Black Country were 
switched off in 2013 as they were costing 
too much to run. But motorists have been 
warned working cameras could soon make 
a return. 

It comes as new average speed cameras 
went live across Birmingham this month in 
a joint project between Birmingham City 
Council and the police. 

Dudley Council’s highways boss Coun¬ 
cillor Hilary Bills said: “We are always 
reviewing what we do with our speed cam¬ 
eras, which include a mix of static cameras 
alongside other traffic calming measures 
and education work. 

“We are currently looking at the possi¬ 
bility of introducing new average speed 
cameras on major routes where speeding 
is an issue, alongside other speed reduction 
measures, and look forward to seeing the 
results of the trial being undertaken by So¬ 
lihull and Birmingham Councils and West 
Midlands Police.” 

Safety 

Roads bosses have been keen to bring 
speeds down on major routes including Bir¬ 
mingham New Road and the Black Country 
Route. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin raised con¬ 
cerns about safety on Birmingham New 
Road earlier this month. 

Councillor Ken Finch has campaigned for 
action to tackle speeding on the route and 
believes speed cameras are the only meas¬ 
ure that will make drivers slow down. He 
said: “We have got to to something other¬ 
wise there is going to be a major accident.” 

Eight new digital cameras, which will de¬ 
tect vehicles via Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition, have been introduced in Bir¬ 
mingham.

Pay dispute tackled by 
Albion star Pennington 


TODAY’S West Bromwich 
Albion footballers earn 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds a week while playing 
for the Premiership club. 

But 100 years ago it was a dif¬ 
ferent story for top-flight players. 

Take Baggies full-back Jesse Pen¬ 
nington, for instance. 

He made 455 appearances for the 
club from 1903 to 1922, and also won 
25 caps for England. Yet, during a dis¬ 
pute with the club in 1910, Penning¬ 
ton was given just £4 a week during a 
spell for Kidderminster Harriers.

In today’s terms that would equate 
to £429.62. 

The pay was unveiled in a ‘player’s 
agreement’ discovered in the drawer 
of a West Midlands home by Charles 
Hanson, manager of Hansons Auction¬ 
eers.

to £120. The document shows the 
defender registering for the Harriers 
after he left Albion following the dis¬ 
pute. 

Pennington, nicknamed ‘Peerless’, 
only spent a short time at Harriers 
however, amassing just one game for 
the outfit before resolving his dispute 
with Albion and he returned to the 
Hawthorns. 

When the payslip was signed, Pen¬ 
nington was an England international. 

His weekly wage would be dwarfed 
by those of professional players today 
-Wayne Rooney of Manchester United 
earns £260,00 a week, closely followed 
by Sergio Aguero of Manchester City 
who earns £240,000 a week. 

Pennington had a clean football 
playing career. He was never booked. 

He was even offered £5 by a shop¬ 
keeper called Pascoe Bioletti to lose a 
game against Everton on November 


29, 1913, as part of a gambling plot, 
but Pennington refused the offer and 
informed the police and club. 

Bioletti was subsequently arrested 
and later sentenced to five months in 
prison for attempting to influence the 
result. 

Alongside the payslip and other 
items belonging to Pennington that 
was discovered was an Albion News 
and Official Programme from August 
26, 1922.

It celebrates Jesse’s retirement from 
the game - and reads: ‘Jesse Penning¬ 
ton has always been a favourite wher¬ 
ever he has played and his sporting 
instincts have been a credit to himself, 
his country , his club and the game 
generally and it is to be hoped that 
his example will be followed by the 
younger generation of players.’

Party suspension for

A COUNCIL decision to cut £308,000 in fund¬ 
ing and grants from Age UK Dudley has been 
condemned by a trustee of the charity who 
has now decided to do a sponsored walk to 
raise money. 

The withdrawal of funding by Dudley Council 
will come into effect in two stages - from October 1, 
2016, and April 1, 2017. 

The cuts mean that Age 
UK’s Springboard activity 
centre at the Waterfront,

of closure and that health 
and wellbeing services for 
the elderly provided by 53 
staff and more than 300 vol¬ 
unteers could be lost. 

The decision has been 
criticised by trustee Mike 
Thomas who said: “This will 
result in a reduction or com¬ 
plete loss of services such as 
information and advice, the 
good neighbour scheme and 
day centres in Sedgley and 
Brierley Hill.

“It would appear some 
councillors place more im¬ 
portance on maintaining 
weekly refuse collections as 
opposed to combatting lone¬ 
liness and social isolation of 
the elderly in the borough.”

Tips to help 
tomatoes on 
their way to 
turning red 



Tomatoes need warmth and sunshine to ripen 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - 
Ripening tomatoes 

IF your tomatoes are still green, they probably need 
more warmth and sunshine to help ripen them. 

We can’t always provide that here, but you can do a 
few things to help. 

As the fruits set, remove the yellowing lower leaves 
up to the first truss. When these have ripened, the next 
set of leaves can be taken off. As a general rule, only 
remove leaves below the trusses, although if they are 
really congested, a little thinning may help to promote 
air circulation. A month before the end of their crop¬ 
ping season, cut off the growing tip of the plant or, in 
bush tomatoes, take out the tip of every main stem. By 
stopping the growth, energy will be transferred to re¬ 
maining fruits to reach full size. And if you have green 
tomatoes at the end of the season, put them in a paper 
bag with a banana to help ripen them. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Lily 

LILIES are the fragrant stars of mid-summer, their 
bold flowers releasing a heady 
scent which fills the air. 

Beautiful in patio contain¬ 
ers where visitors can inhale 
their rich scent or in borders 
where the taller, bolder va¬ 
rieties can be admired from 
afar, the oriental hybids often 
growing to more than 1.2m. 

Dwarf patio lilies such as 
Lilium ‘Mona Lisa’ are ideal 
for pots, while trumpet lilies 
such as the white L. regale 
look fabulous in the middle of 
a border. 

They like well-drained fer¬ 
tile soil in full sun. Plant lily bulbs in spring as soon as 
you get them, burying them at least three times their 
depth and 15-20cm apart. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

1. Pinch out the growing tips of wallflowers for bushy 
plants 

2. Order spring-flowering bulbs to plant in the au¬ 
tumn 

3. Continue to deadhead regularly to encourage more 
flowers and water containers every day 

4. Apply a high potash liquid feed to dahlias, water 
regularly and tie in new growth to stakes 

5. Sow Brompton stocks now for flowering under 
glass 

6. Stop outdoor tomatoes when they have set four 
trusses. Leave at least two leaves above the top truss 
to draw sap 

7. Propagate floribunda and specie roses by semi- 
ripe cuttings taken from shoots which haven’t carried 
flower 

8. Moisten dry material you add to your compost 
bed to speed decay and add a proprietary accelerator 
to help the process 

9. Harvest crops including courgettes and beans 
when they are young, to encourage the plants to pro¬ 
duce more flowers and fruits 

10. If you’re going on holiday, group container plants 
together in a shady spot in the open, to make them eas¬ 
ier for a neighbour or relative to water in your absence, 
and also reduce evaporation 




Transforming your space

WHETHER you have a large country garden, 
small town garden or compact terrace, you’ll 
want to make the most of your outdoor space 
this summer. 

So with that in mind, the design experts at 
Richard Burbidge have come up with a few 
handy design hints to help you transform your 
space into a practical and stylish spot for enter¬ 
taining, dining, or simply relaxing. 

Before you start to build your dream decking 
area, there are a few things to bear in mind: 

1. Planning permission 

The position of your decking can depend on 
planning permission limitations. 

If you don’t want to g:o through the hassle of 
securing planning permission for your decking, 
then make sure it’s no closer than 20metres to 
a main road nor more than 3metres in height. If 
your decking is raised above this height, plan¬ 
ning permission should be sought and outdoor 
balustrade should be utilised as an essential 
safety barrier.

the day. Also, will your new deck be protected 
from prevailing winds, by fences, walls or build¬ 
ings? Finally, will the decking interfere with any 
household services; in particular will it affect ac¬ 
cess to drains or vents? If so, access to these may 
need to be built in to the design. 

3. Size matters 

As with any home extension, you should try 
to make the improvements look as though they 
were part of the original house. Therefore size 
should be taken into consideration when design¬ 
ing your decking. A small deck on a large house 
may look like an obvious addition, rather than 
an organic part of the house. 

Similarly, oversized decking on smaller houses 
or in compact outdoor spaces can look equally 
out of place. It’s also important to choose the 
right balustrade to make sure they are in keep¬ 
ing with the overall look and feel of your garden. 

4. On the slopes 

One of the best ways to make the most out of 
a garden with a slope, especially one that slopes 
away from the house, is to fit multi-level deck¬ 
ing and outdoor balustrade. This adds interest 
to the garden design and breaks up larger areas.

SUMMER seems finally to have 
arrived though if you are like me 
you will want to plan ahead. 

Spare a thought for next spring and order 
bulbs for the autumn. Bulb catalogues have 
been landing on my doormat like early 
Christmas presents. They are full of excit¬ 
ing things. 

One thing I always bear in mind is that 
bulbs look better en masse so I always buy 
as many as I can afford. It has been a lesson 
learned through experience that it is not 
worth ordering a few and expecting them 
to go a long way so I always estimate how 
many I will need then double or even triple 
it. 

In the last few years I have started using 
narcissus in containers instead of tulips 
so that they can be planted in the grass or 
borders afterwards. I still use some tulips 
though as they are just that bit more lux¬ 
urious. 

August is a good month to keep those sec¬ 
ateurs sharp as there is a good bit of sum¬ 
mer pruning to do. Top fruit such as apples 
and pears will need the growth reducing this 
month to encourage fruiting spurs. Wisteria 
also builds up more flowering spurs if it is 
summer pruned and after it has reached the 
required size. The old rule of thumb was to 
cut a hands breadth from the old growth or 
six to eight leaves. This should then be cut 
down to two fingers or one or two leaves in 
the winter. Long shoots can be tied in to 
cover more space where needed. 

Repeat flowering roses should be dead¬ 
headed (which, after all, is a form of prun¬ 
ing), in order to encourage new flowers and 
once flowering roses should be deadheaded 
just to give them a bit of a tidy. Whatever 
you do remember to give them a good feed 
afterwards. I prefer an organic fertiliser 
such as blood, fish and bone. It gives them 
all the energy they need to perform again. 

Deadheading will also work wonders on 
that all important summer bedding, keep¬ 
ing it looking fresh. Begonias are apt to 
crumple in wet weather but will soon perk 
up if the flowers are removed. Pelargoni¬ 
ums also keep performing if spent flowers 
can be removed before they go brown and 
mushy. 

Double dahlias look better and keep 
flowering if you remove the spent heads al¬ 
though it is not so important with the single 
flowered bedding types or the Bishop series 
which don’t look as bad with a few faded 
blooms hanging around. 

August can be a bit of a loose time in the 
gardening calendar. If your passions are for 
roses, foxgloves and all things which shout 
early summer then good for you but by now 
I am guessing that the party is more or less 
over. 

Planning is key, it is good to start of some 
half hardy annuals from seed in the spring 
and growing them on to fill gaps. So while 
you are perusing the build catalogues it

is worth flicking through a few seed cata¬ 
logues as well. 

If you have the space to keep things frost 
free over winter then dahlias are excellent 
and cannas are statuesque. They will need 
to be stored in a frost free space over winter 
and brought out in the spring when they 
start into growth. I grow foliage cannas and 


put them in the border where they reach six 
or eight feet in a sunny spot. 

If you don’t have the time or the room 
for either of the above there are perennial 
alternatives. Ornamental grasses are begin¬ 
ning to flower now and can hold up a bor¬ 
der when some of the perennials are looking 
tired and floppy around them. If you grow 


miscanthus, especially the larger varieties 
then just be aware that they need a bit of 
shoulder room otherwise they are likely to 
dominate the things around them. 

August can be a tricky month but with a 
few tricks up your sleeve and a sharp pair 
of secateurs it can also be a wonderful time 
in the garden. 







































Worry as travellers invade 
more Black Country sites 


TRAVELLERS have been setting 
up more camps around Dudley, in¬ 
cluding at playing fields where the 
construction of a long-awaited com¬ 
munity centre is due to start. 

A group of travellers descended on 
the Donkey Pool Playing Fields off 
Priory Road, site of a forthcoming 
£700,000 community centre. 

Then they moved on to Milking 
Bank, meaning that the legal process 
to move them on must start again. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet 
member for environmental services, 
said: “We are aware of the travellers 
at Milking Bank. They moved onto 
the site late Thursday night. Our 
officers are visiting so that we can 
begin the legal process to remove 
them. The police are also monitoring 
the situation. 

“I can assure people we are doing 
everything we can to move the trav¬ 


ellers on as quickly as possible.” 

Castle and Priory ward Council¬ 
lor Ken Finch said: “It is very dis¬ 
appointing. As an authority we are 
doing all in our power to get them 
off the land.” 

“The effect it will have on the cen¬ 
tre is what is most worrying. Work is 
due to start in the next few weeks.” 

Residents have been waiting 
nearly a decade for a new commu¬ 
nity centre to be built, after the pre¬ 
vious one was demolished. 

Meanwhile, Oldbury residents 
have accused Sandwell Council 
bosses of not doing enough to stop 
travellers setting up camp three 
times on the same stretch of land in 
12 months. 

Travellers moved back on the 
playing fields next to Pitfields Close, 
Oldbury. The council says it is doing 
all it can to tackle the problem.

Traffic wardens are 
given video badges 

TRAFFIC enforcement officers have been given body 
cameras to protect them from abuse. Sandwell Council 
says more than 40 were targeted over the past two years. 

The authority has introduced ‘video badges’ after staff 
received a torrent of physical and verbal abuse. 

Bosses hope cameras will help to reduce the number 
of incidents where wardens - officially known as civil 
enforcement officers - are attacked. 

The idea of putting the cameras on officers came after 
26 reports of physical abuse were received between April 

2014 and March 2015 along with 22 reports from April 

2015 to March 2016. Wardens can use the cameras when 
they feel threatened or just before a ticket is issued. 

The council has around 25 Civil Enforcement Officers 
who have responsibility for the enforcement of on and 
off-street parking areas. They issue Penalty Charge 
Notices for breaches of parking regulations, which are 
issued under the civil justice system. 

The cameras are aimed to act as a deterrent to acts of 
aggression, verbal and physical abuse and can capture 
both images and audio that could be used in evidence. 


Star Wars 
actor Kenny 
Baker dies, 
aged 81 

BIRMINGHAM-BORN actor Kenny Baker 
who played R2D2 in the Star Wars films has 
died at the age of 81. 

The star, who was just 3ft 8in, found fame in 1977 
playing the robot in the first Star Wars film and re¬ 
turned to the role in subsequent movies. 

Baker also appeared in Flash Gordon, Time Bandits and 
Mona Lisa. 

Actor Ewan McGregor, 
who appeared in three Star 
Wars films, tweeted: “So 
sorry to hear about this. 

It was lovely working with 
Kenny.” 

Baker became one of only 
two actors to have appeared 
in all seven Star Wars mov¬ 
ies when he featured along¬ 
side C3PO actor Anthony 
Daniels in the recent block¬ 
buster The Force Awakens. 

20th Century Fox posted 
a photograph of C3PO 
standing next to Baker’s 
Star Wars character, and 
wrote: “Rest in peace, 

Kenny Baker, the heart and 
soul of R2D2.” 

Determination 

Mark Hamill, who played 
Luke Skywalker in the orig¬ 
inal Star Wars film trilogy, 
paid tribute on Twitter: 

“Goodbye #KennyBaker A 
lifelong loyal friend-I loved 
his optimism & determina¬ 
tion He WAS the droid I was 
looking for!” 

His agent Johnny Mans 
said the actor, who died on 
Saturday, had been ill for a 
couple of years. He had been 
cared for by his nephew 
Drew Myerscough at his 
home in Preston. 

Mr Myerscough said: 

“I’ve lost my best friend.

My Uncle Kenny might only 
have been 3ft 8in but to me 
he was always 6ft tall.” 

The actor was diagnosed 
with a chronic lung condi¬ 
tion after collapsing on a 
flight home from Chicago 
nine years ago. 

He had to breathe through 
a ventilator at night but led 
a relatively normal life until 
his condition worsened re¬ 
cently - attending a Star 
Wars convention just last 
month. 

Growing up in Birming¬ 
ham, doctors feared Baker 
would not live beyond pu¬ 
berty. The actor went on to 
become a Star Wars legend.

ASK Will Taylor to describe his 
home decor and his answer is 
unhesitating: sea-inspired style 
with a touch of sunshine. 

“I’m often at my happiest by the 
ocean with salty, windswept hair, bare¬ 
foot, with sand between my toes, and 
nothing to crowd my mind beyond the 
endless roll call of blue hues. I like 
to use these dreamy experiences and 
blue pool tones to inform the decor of 
my own interior space,” explains the 
author of the gloriously illustrated 
Dream Decor: Styling a Cool, Creative 
and Comfortable Home, Wherever You 
Live. 

The book opens the door to beautiful 
spaces throughout the world, as well as his 
own home. 

Taylor’s design ethos certainly explains 
why his apartment is more evocative of 
a Mediterranean sunspot than its actual 
urban London setting. 

Brilliant white walls are the perfect back¬ 
drop for cheerful splashes of colour pro¬ 
vided by collections of framed prints, and 
there’s an array of vivid accessories, from 
lamps to vases. 

“Blue and white is one of my absolute 
favourite colour combinations and nowhere 
is it more crisp and vital than in the jew¬ 
el-bright setting between the Mediterra¬ 
nean and the Aegean Sea,” he enthuses. 

“Combining these shades in varying 
degrees of intensity is often a winner for 
decor, whatever shade of blue you choose 
for your keynote - whether its deep and co¬ 
cooning indigo, or refreshing sky blue. 

“Also, when I’m working on a scheme, I 
always try to bring a touch of sunshine to 
each room with an injection of yellow. The 
scheme for my home office is based on the 
colours of a rowing boat I saw in a small 
fishing village, with its weathered yellow 
and blue panels, and just sitting in there 
transports me to that idyllic spot.” 

Colour is Taylor’s passion and he de¬ 
scribes himself as a “gentleman hooked-on- 
hue.” His hugely successful interiors blog, 
Bright.Bazaar, which he founded seven 
years ago, is recognised as a must-visit site 
for those wanting to learn how to live in a 
more technicolour world. 

“I believe, no matter where you live, you 
can create a cool, creative and comfortable 
space to call your own. To me, a well-dec- 
orated home is a collection of personal 
dividends gathered from one’s experiences 
and adventures while travelling, or simply 
gleaned from day-to-day personal surround¬ 
ings,” says Taylor, whose book includes 
easy-to-follow guides to achieving a host of 
chic looks, from Hollywood chic and Italian 
rustic, to petite Parisienne and Scandi com¬ 
fort. 

“I’ve lost count of the number of times 
a new-to-me place, or seeing a routine ex¬ 
perience in a new light, has resulted in an 
urge to bottle up one of those many sensory 
feelings to bring back home so I can inter¬ 
pret them into my decor.

periment and have fun with interiors and 
colour.” 

COLOUR CRUSH 

If you’re looking to make colour the cen¬ 
tral element of your scheme, there are two 
main routes to choose from, advises Taylor. 
“Either create an all over colour statement, 
such as wallpaper or paint across all walls, 
or introduce a lone splash which stands out 
in a neutral space. Achieve that with a vi¬ 
brant bedspread draped over white bedding, 
or maybe an oversized piece of art.” 

“In my open-plan living and dining area, 
I’ve used yellow and dusty pink as accent 


colours to inject hue into a monochromatic 
base palette - there’s one black feature wall 
and the rest are white. The abstract art 
above a white linen sofa was a point of ref¬ 
erence for my chosen accent shades.” 

MEDITERRANEAN MAGIC 

“Translating the seductive colours and 
textures of the Mediterranean into your 
home is simple,” says Taylor. “Sit vivid 
shades of azure blue against fresh whites 
and accent the palette with shots of hot 
pink, inspired by the abundance of bou¬ 
gainvillea. 

“The key ingredients are white-washed 


walls, weathered wood, terracotta, a burst 
of yellow, earthenware and painted shut¬ 
ters. A peppering of organic elements - a 
bowl of citrus fruits and vase of cut blooms, 
for example, are a perfect finishing touch.” 

For even more authenticity, he advises 
introducing textural interest by juxtaposing 
rough stone walls with cool, tiled floors and 
soft linen upholstery.

Cooking up 
a storm with 
new trust 
cook book 

The National Trust’s eateries are 
renowned for giving a good feed. 

Following the release of their 
first fully-encompassing season¬ 
al cookbook, Claire Spreadbury 
rounds up her favourite recipes. 

WHEN you think of the National Trust, it’s likely you 
picture lush green lawns, meandering walks and fam¬ 
ily days out. But for me, the cafes serving the unbe¬ 
lievably delicious food are just as worthy a visit as the 
historic houses and grand gardens themselves. 

I’ve been dished up the most delicious Chicken 
Buknade - a light yet hearty springtime stew - in Liv¬ 
erpool’s Speke Hall; tucked 
into a gorgeously summery 
Smoked Trout & Watercress 
Tart in Mottisfont, Romsey, 
delighted in the Robartes Pie 
in Cornwall’s Lanhydrock 
and had to stop myself from 
indulging in a second slice 
of Sissinghurt’s Honey, Wal¬ 
nut & Cobnut Tart when I 
was on a jaunt in Kent. And 
don’t even get me started on 
the most amazing cakes they 
serve at every eatery... 

Now that summer might 
have finally arrived, however, 
you can invite friends and family around and cook up 
a storm with the National Trust’s very own cookbook. 

You can’t fail to impress - especially when armed 
with this recipe . . . 

GOAT’S CHEESE AND SPINACH QUICHE 

(Serves 8) 

For the pastry: 

225g plain flour 
Pinch salt 

l/2tsp dried mixed herbs 

115g butter, diced 

50g cheddar cheese, grated 

1 egg, beaten 

l-2tbsp milk 

For the filling: 

200g potatoes, diced 
ltbsp vegetable oil 
140g onions, thinly sliced 
1 garlic clove, finely chopped 
85g frozen spinach, defrosted 
2tbsp fresh parsley, chopped 
ltbsp fresh sage, chopped 
ltsp balsamic vinegar 

1/2 Granny Smith or small 
Bramley apple, 
peeled, cored and diced 
125g pack goat’s cheese, 
diced 

125ml double cream 
100ml milk 
4 eggs 

Salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

Salad or mixed vegetables, 
to serve 
Method 

Butter a 23cm loose-bot¬ 
tomed, fluted tart tin. To 
make the pastry case, add the 
flour, salt, herbs and butter to a bowl and rub in until 
the mixture looks like fine crumbs. Stir in the cheese, 
then mix in the egg and enough milk to make a smooth, 
soft dough. Lightly knead the pastry, then roll out on a 
lightly-floured surface until a little larger than the tart 
tin. Lift the pastry over a rolling pin and press into the 
tin. Trim the top of the pastry a little above the top of 
the tin, to allow for shrinkage, prick the base with a 
fork then chill for 30 minutes. 

Preheat the oven to 190C/gas mark 5. Line the tart 
case with a circle of non-stick baking paper and baking 
beans, then bake for 10 minutes. 

Remove the paper and beans and cook for five more 
minutes, until the base is crisp and dry. Set aside. 

Meanwhile, make the filling. Add the potatoes to 
a saucepan of boiling water and cook for four to five 
minutes (until just tender) and drain. Heat the oil in 
a frying pan, add the onion and garlic and fry over a 
medium heat for five to 10 minutes, until softened and 
lightly-coloured. 

Add the spinach to a sieve and press out the water 
with the back of a spoon. Stir into the onions then mix 
in the parsley, sage and balsamic vinegar. 

Fry gently until the mix starts to dry, then take off 
the heat. Spoon half the spinach mix into the base of 
the tart case. Scatter the potatoes, apple and remain¬ 
ing spinach mix into the tart, then top with the goat’s 
cheese. Whisk the cream, milk, eggs and a little salt 
and pepper together in a jug then pour into the tart. 

Bake at 180C/gas mark 4 for 35-40 minutes, until the 
top is golden brown and the filling is set.

T he Olympics are over, so now 
it’s time for another prestigious 
competition to begin - the hunt 
for Britain’s best amateur baker. And 
this one involves a lot more cake... 

Last year’s Great British Bake Off 
was the most successful series to 
date, with more than 13 million 
viewers tuning in to watch Nadiya 
Hussain take the trophy. It also 
provided plenty of talking points, 
including Paul Jagger’s amazing 
bread lion, which won a special 
commendation from judge Paul 
Hollywood, a man who isn’t known 
for being easily impressed. 

So will the latest run be able to top 
it? Well, the signs are promising as it 
seems that after six series of making 
double entendres and consoling 
contestants about their soggy 
bottoms, this time around, presenter 
Mel Giedroyc has caught the baking 
bug herself. 

She told Prima Magazine: “For the 
first time this year, I have actually 
done some! 

“Paul gave us a good recipe for 
no-knead bread and Sue showed me 


how to make soda bread. Cake-wise, 
we made a pineapple upside-down 
sponge, which was a bit of a hit with 
the crew. And I really loved making 
it.” 

In fact, she enjoyed it so much that 
she’s admitted that she’s discussed 
opening up a teashop with 
co-presenter Sue Perkins once Bake 
Off is finished. 

That won’t be for a while yet 
though, as the new series gets under 
way and we meet the dozen bakers 
who will be hoping to wow us with 
their pastry. 

Every year, the standard seems to 
get higher, and judges Paul and 
Mary Berry have come up with 30 
new challenges designed to test their 
technical know-how and creative flair. 
From bread to biscuits, and high-end 
patisserie to store cupboard classics 
via beautiful botanical creations, the 
class of 2016 will have to prove they 
can do it all. 

In the first edition, the focus is on 
cakes as Paul and Mary take the 
hopefuls back to basics by asking 
them to whip up a British classic in 


the signature challenge. However, we 
shouldn’t take that to mean that the 
contestants are being eased in 
gently, as the judges will be as 
exacting as ever. 

Then it’s on to the dreaded 
technical challenge, which sees 
them getting to grips with fatless 
sponges and tricky chocolate work 
as they attempt to make a popular 
little cake. 

Finally, it’s the showstopper, which 
gives them a chance to really 
impress - but Paul and Mary are 
looking for perfection, and someone 
has to go home... 

If that’s not quite enough Bake Off 
action for one week, the episode is 
followed by The Chronicles of 
Nadiya, which sees the reigning 
champion going back to her family’s 
roots in Bangladesh, where she 
shares some of her favourite recipes. 

Then on Friday, BBC Two brings us 
The Great British Bake Off: An Extra 
Slice, as Jo Brand looks at some of 
the highlights - and lowlights - of the 
first edition, and chats to the first 
baker to be evicted from the tent.

GONE are the days when the 
working day draws to its wel¬ 
come conclusion and people 
slump off home, despondent, for 
their TV dinner. 

Nowadays many are looking at each 
other, aghast, and suggesting: ‘shall 
we go out?’ The next question is: 
‘where to go?’ 

Well I have found the solution. Why not 
head off to Penn? The golf club to be pre¬ 
cise. The Barley Mow is a beautiful place 
tucked away amid the hustle and bustle of 
a working city. 

Approaching the venue there is a real 
heart-in-mouth moment symbolising a 
change from urban to olde worlde. The 
dwellings on either side quickly end and the 
road appears to just vanish. 

The lovely, bright evening we decided to

pay the pub a visit was obviously playing 
host to the Wolverhampton Dog Walkers’ 
Society who had called an impromptu meet¬ 
ing in the sunshine. There was a real pleth¬ 
ora of pooches, differing sizes, breeds and 
colours. It added to the countryside feel. 

Now if you are over 6ft this is a real ad¬ 
venture. This pub may actually have been 
intended for hobbits. Bent over almost dou¬ 
ble, like that scene at the beginning of Lord 
of The Rings where Gandalf first bodes his 
welcome to Frodo, we popped in. 

The bar area, keeping in size with the 
rest of the venue, is decorated with all man¬ 
ner of foreign coinage, sport and comedy 
ticket stubs from venues across the city so 
there is plenty to chatter about and keep 
you entertained while you wait to be served. 

Note to diners: there is very limited seat¬ 


ing space in the two rooms behind you - the 
table count barely breaking double figures 
- so any empty tables should be watched for 
like a hawk. Such is the popularity of the 
venue that these perching spots can often 
be full, so waiting may be required. But 
wait you should. It’s worth it! 

Signal 

In keeping with the adventure theme, the 
menus are provided on the walls, so take 
note of what catches your eye and then re¬ 
turn to the bar to order. The lack of phone 
signal in this area forces us humans to in¬ 
teract. 

Starters don’t really get too much of a 
look-in here so just mains were ordered. 
And when these arrived it was probably just 
as well. I had three tender lamb cutlets in a 
sweet jus with the largest mound of mashed 
potato and mixed veg. The mash was a lit¬ 


tle too lumpy for my taste although it was 
creamy and very filling. The lamb was soft 
and tasty and fell away from the bone with 
relative ease. 

My friend was in the mood for a pie and 
had the steak and stilton option with chips 
and another serving of veg. She commented 
on how ‘homely’ it felt and was chuffed at 
how much meat was inside. 

It wasn’t long before it became apparent 
about the venue’s slight downfall. The size 
meant that when it was busy it was loud. 
And with the number of people and cooked 
food it did get a little warm. 

But regardless of how full and sticky we 
were, we could not resist the desserts, sticky 
toffee pudding for me but my companion 
went straight for the chocolate fudge cake. 

Polite staff, lovely food and a good selec¬ 
tion of beers. This little corner of rural par¬ 
adise is a great choice for a bit of R and R.
